DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 5-12 are allowed. 

2. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant(s) invention relates to a power generating system, and more 
specifically, to a power generating system taking energy from the sea waves. 

The system has a support structure attached to the bottom of the sea floor and 
raised above the sea level, which carries plurality of paddles, which are moved by the 
sea waves driving a power production device(s), as disclosed. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by combination of its functional features, which are performing as 
disclosed and claimed, and which examiner's search failed to find.
